DETAILS: 

I. STATUS OF INCARCERATION 

Bureau of Internal Security 

Puerto Rico, advised SA WILLIAM B« H0LL0M,.N'on May 11 , 1956 , 
that the subject has been confined to a room in the Presby-' 
terian Hospital, Santurce, Puerto Rico, since March 29, 1956, 
when subject was removed from the Commonwealtn of Puerto 
Rico State Penitentiary, Rio Piedras , Puerto Rico, following 
a cerebral thrombosis. According to^HD^ a police officer 
is on duty in ALBIZU' s room at the hospital and five officers 
are guarding the entrances to the hospital room. 

^■■■■Mtadvised SA WIRT R. JONES on April 19, 1956, that 
CaffCairi 'GERARDO DELGADO, Acting Warden of the Commonwealth 
of Puerto Rico State Penitentiary, had told him that as 
soon as the attending doctors give their approval, ALBIZU 
will be returned to the penitentiary. 

LUIS MUNOZ MARIN, Governor of Puerto Rico, advised SAC 
CARROLL DOYLE on April 20, 1956, that he was contemplating 
at some time in the not too distant future, moving ALBIZU from 
the Presbyterian Hospital in Santurce to some other location 
where he would receive good medical care. He stated that he 
did. not desire to return ALBIZU to the penitentiary in view 
of the implications it would have not only on the Nationalists 
but other people in Latin /.merica. 

II. HEALTH STATUS 

On March 29, 1956, Captain GERARDO DELGADO, Acting Warden, 
Commonwealth of Puerto Rico State Penitentiary, Rio Piedras, 
advised SA WIRT R. JONES that the subject was not feeling well 
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on March 27, 1956, and that on March 28, 1956, ALBIZU had 
a vomiting spell. DELGADO said that the prison doctor who 
examined ALBIZU on March 28, 1956, concluded that he suffered 
, from cerebral arteriosclerosis. On March 29, 1956, it was 
; noted that the right side of ALBIZU' s body was affected and 

1 that it appeared that he had suffered a slight brain hemorrhage. 

DELGADO commented that on the morning of March 29, 1956, it was 
noted that ALBIZU was unable to recognize anyone and that he 
was semi-conscious. DELGADO stated ihat he had recommended 
to the Secretary of the Puerto Rico Justice Department that 
ALBIZU be moved to a hospital.

stated that Dr. EDUARDO MGNTILLA had been o fficially des ig- 
nated as the subject's doctor. According 

ALBIZU 1 s right side was paralyzed and he was unable to speak. 

On April 2, 1956, SA's PHILIP T. KING and JONES interviewed 
Dr. EDUARDO MONTILL/, concerning the physical condition of 
the subject. MONTILLA explained that ALBIZU was admitted 
to the Presbyterian Hospital on Thursday night, March 29, 

1936, and that he, MONTILLA, in his position as Chief of 
Medical Services for the hospital, had no choice but to treat 
w the subject. MONTILLA stated that when the subject was 
admitted to the hospital, he had diagnosed his illness as 
a cerebral thrombosis on the left side of the brain which 
resulted, in paralysis of the right side of the body and 
affected the patient's speech centers of the brain. MONTILLA 
added that he knows AJLBIZU to have been a psychopathic case 
for a long period of time. 

Dr. MONTILLA stated that ALBIZU was able to recognize people 
on A.pril 2, 1956, but was unable to talk and that his physical 
condition appeared to be worse than when he was admitted 
to the hospital. MONTILLA pointed out that should ALBIZU 
recover, his ability to walk would be curtailed and he would 
have great difficulty in speaking or might never be able to 
speak again. 

Dr. MONTILLA advised that he has issued orders that no visitors 
be permitted to s|e ALBIZU with the exception of ALBIZU' s 
sister, ANA MARIA CA.MPOS and that she must be accompanied by 
a doctor and an agent of the Bureau of Internal Security, 
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On April 6, 1956, SA's HOLLOMAN and WILLIAM M. KOGER interviewed 
Dr. EDUARDO MONTILLA concerning the subject's physical con- 
dition. Dr. MONTILLA stated that he had examined the subject 
on the morning of April 6, 1956, and that he appeared to be 
much clearer mentally and was able to follow simple instruc- 
tions. He stated that in his opinion, ALBIZU will never have 
complete use of his right leg and arm and that his speech 
will probably be greatly affected. 

The April 6, 1956, issue of EL MUNDO, San Juan Spanish language 
daily newspaper, on page 14, column 4, contained an article 
entitled, "Penitentiary Head Denies Negligence in Albizu Case." 
This article, written by F. CANCEL HERNANDEZ, reads In part as 
follows: 

"Captain GERARDO DELGADO^yarden of the Commonwealth 
Penitentiary in Rio P edras, declared yesterday that 
the true serious condition of Mr. ALBIZU CAMPOS was 
noticed on Tuesday, March 27, after noonday. 

"DELGADO said that a feeling of uncertainty had 
been created in the public to the effect that the 
Nationalist leader had been suffering from a dis- 
charge for some time prior to that and that he had 
not been given the necessary attention. 

"Captain DELGADO likewise stated to us that the 
statements were false that were made by ROSA MARIA 

I RODRIGUEZ, niece of ALBIZU, to the effect that 

I the quarters where the prisoner was staying were 
completely dirty and in a state of abandonment. 

"Captain DELGADO said that the room where Mr. ALBIZU 
CAMPOS stayed up until a fev; days ago was kept 
completely clean. 

"He referred to the 'mania Don PEDRO had of putting 
towels soaked in w ater on his throat' and to his 
frequent* demand for jars of pomade 'to apply it to 
his whole body.' 

" *For this reason,' DELGADO said, 'the sheets and 
pillow cases were constantly dirty.' 
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. . . Captain DELGADO reported that when he noticed 
ALBIZU 1 s illness, he entered the room and told him 
that at the most it v/as a question of an attack of 
arthritis, to which Don PEDRO replied that he should 
not bring up that question since the Captain 'knew 
very well that it was a question of the light rays 
that the Americans were sending him.' ..." 

Bureau of Internal Security, PRPD, advised 
l6, 1956 , that the subject is reported by 
his doctors to be progressing satisfactorily and^^nov^ble 
to walk with the aid of crutches. According to^HHH^ 
he has received information from the Presbyterian Hospital 
that the subject is out of danger unless he has another 
thrombosis and that ALBIZU may be moved from the hospital 
in the near future.

III. CONNECTIONS WITH THE NATIONALIST PARTY OF PUERTO RICO 

The Nationalist Party of Puerto Rico, herein referred 
to as the NPPR, has been designated by the Attorney 
General of the United States pursuant to Executive 
Order 10450. 


A. NPPR Plans in Event of Subject's Death 

(JT-1, who has furnished reliable information in the pasQf^f 1 ) 
and who is familiar with certain aspects of NPPR activities 
and membership in Puerto Rico, advised SA -ROBERT E. WIATT 
on February 2, 1956, that in his opinion, there is no possible 
danger of an outbreak of violence on the part of the NPPR 
members as long as ALBIZU is confined to jail. The informant 
stated that at the present, NPPR members are afraid to act 
on their own initiative without first receiving guidance from 
ALBIZU . 

Bis, PRPD, San Juan, advised S/jONES 
on March 22, 1956, that in his opinion, CARLOS I VELEZ jmiECKEHOFF 
is the most logical successor to ALBIZU in thef eveny of the 
latter ' s death . 


CARLOS VELEZ RIECKEHOFF pleaded guilty on November 28, 
1951, to charges of violation of the Commonwealth 
Subversiv e , A ctivities Law 53 , and was sentenced to 
from two years and six months to three years on eaeh 
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of two counts, sentences to run concurrently. He 
admitted to agents of the FBI in 1955, that he had 
been a member of the NPPR since 1933 and had attended 
NPPR meetings and celebrations until as late as 1950* 

( T- l advi sedVs/ A/I ATT on March 29, 1956, that in the event of 
aEBIZU's death, he was of the opinion there would be no acts 
of violence on the part of NPPR members, although there might 
be protest meetings and other demonstrations aimed against the 
Governments of Puerto Rico and the United States inasmuch as 
the Nationalists would claim that these governments were 
responsible for ALBIZU's death.

\T-2, who has furnished reliable information in the pastlWhd who 
is familiar with certain aspects of NPPR activities ana member- 
ship in Puerto Rico, advised SA JONES on March 29, 1956 , that 
he did not anticipate any acts of violence by the NPPR in 
the event of ALBIZU's death. * 

ft- 3 , has furnished reliable information in the past^nd' - 

who is familiar with certain aspects of NPPR activities and 
membership in Puerto Rico, advised SA JONES on March 30, 1956, 
that she knows of no plans for violence by the NPPR in the 
event of ALBIZU's death. 

T-4, who has furnished reliable information in the past, advised 
SA JONES on March 31, 1956, that MANUEL NEGRON NOGUERAS stated 
on that date that NPPR members should take no action at this 
time but should wait fifteen to thirty days after the subject's 
death and then plan to do something "bigger than they did 
before v\ 


MANUEL) NEGRON NOGUER.'.S has been reported by the PRPD 
as a close fribnd of ALBIZU during 1948 to 1953 and a 
member of the NPPR. On October 26, 1948, NEGRON advised 
SA's JOHN P. SLAYDEN and JOSEPH P. COURSEY that he was 
at that time a Nationalist. 

f T- 5 , whose reliability has not yet been’ determined, advisedly 
U3/. WIATT on April 2, 1956, that JUAN JOSE MUNOZ MATOS had J 
recently stated that in the event the subject dies at the 
Presbyterian Hospital, a parade would be held by the Nationalists 
from the hospital to ALBIZU's home. According to the informant, 
MUNOZ did not specify where ALBIZU's home is located and made no 
statement concerning possible NPPR violence in the event of 
ALBIZU's death. 
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JUAN JOSEW^IUNOZpT'lATOS In a sworn statement given to 
Commonwealth of.' Puerto Rico authorities on November 
5, 1950, admit tec 1 , being a member of the NPPR for two 
years and having been a member of the Cadets. 

The Cadets of the NPPR, also known as the Liberating 
Army of the Republic, was formed by PEDRO /UBIZU CAMPOS 
to train and instruct youth in the Nationalist movement. 
This organization also served as a bodyguard for ALBIZU 
and marched in parades held by the Nationalist Party. 

T-2 advised SA JONES on April 2, 1956, that JUANITA OJEDA 
had recently stated that if ALBIZU dies, he will be left in 
the hospital for two days and then taken to NPPR Headquarters 
for a few days, thereafter to the residence of VICTOR M. 

COTT, and then to Ponce, Puerto Rico, for burial. T-2 
advised that OJEDA has stated that the Gran Oriente Nacional 
de Puerto Rico (GON) is making arrangements for the burial 
of ALBIZU. T-2 aLdo stated that OJEDA related that an ’• . 
unidentified labar union is seeking to obtain pardon for 
ALBIZU.^ v 

T-l advj^ed SA WIATT on November 3, 1955, that 
JUANIT/uOJEDA is recognized as one of the leaders of 
the NPPR and it is her efforts in fund collections 
and morale building that have given the NPPR the will 
to continue. PRPD records reflect that OJEDA on 
September l6, 1952, was sentenced on two counts of 
violation of the Commonwealth Subversive Activities 
Law 53* On the first count, she received eight to 
thirteen months and on the second count, she received 
seven to thirteen months imprisonment, the sentences to 
run concurrently. On May 31, 1955, she was sentenced 
at the / recibo, Puerto Rico, Superior Court to serve 
seven to ten years imprisonment for violation of the 
Commonwealth Subversive Activities Law 53, and at the 
present time is free on bond waiting the outcome o,f an 
appeal of the latter conviction^^ / 

( T-l advised in late 1952 and early 1953, that VICTOR M. 

COTT had stated in the presence of several Nationalists 
that he had transported a large supply of firearms from 
’Mayaguez, Puerto Rico, to San Juan, shortly before 
the Nationalist uprising of October 30, 1950. T-l 
also advised that COTT. had, in December, 1955, collected H 
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money .from Nationalists ■ to "buy clothes for the incar-" 

... cerated Nationalists. In March, 1953, T-5 described 
■COTT as a_ collector and principal supplier of funds 
for NPPR use^^j^ 

The Gran Oriente Naclonal de Puerto Rico (GON) is 
a Masonic-type organization formed on May 16, 1948, 
by pro-independence elements of the Grand Sovereign 
Lodge' of Free and Accepted Masons of Puerto Rico, 
the previously established Masonic Order which is 
recognized by the Masonic Order in the United States. 

By decree dated June 20, 1948, the recognized Grand 
Sovereign Lodge of Free and Accepted Masons of Puerto 
Rico declared the GON to be a "spurious, irregular and 
clandestine group." In 1954, the PRPD and other 
reliable sources reported the GON consists largely 
of independent! sts but includes some NPPR members. 

Concerning the possibility of the death of ALBIZU, Colorifelw 
SALVATOR T. ROIG, Chief of Police, PRPD, advised SAC CARROLL 
DOYLE on April 20, 1956, that he did not feel that the 
Nationalist Party of Puerto Rico would suffer at all from the 
death of ALBIZU, He stated that he felt that other indi- 
viduals would carry on, 

B. NPPR Efforts on Behalf of Subject 

T-l advised SA WIATT on March 29, 1956, that RUTH MILLER 
had stated that she had recently come to Puerto Rico from 
New York for a vacation and to visit ALBIZU/tfj ^ 

T-l advised SA WIATT- on March 31, 19 5y, that RUTH MILLER 
called RUTH REYNOLDS in Nov/ Y~rk on the morning of March 31, 
1956, concerning the subject's health^ ^ 

RUTH MILLER was interviewed in New York on May 5, 

1954'j by SA's CHARLES R* BROWNELL and JOHN W. SCANNELL 
and admitted that she was Treasurer of the Committee 
of Americans for Independence of Puerto Rico, which 
organization was founded in 1952 to educate the 
American people in the desirability of giving Puerto 
Rico its independence. MILLER admitted during this 
interview visiting Puerto Rico in February, 1954, and 
staying at NPPR Headquarters, San Juan, as a guest 
of PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS. 
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BUTH1KEYNOLDS, accoriSing to information given by 
uT-4 in August, 19^5)was in complete charge of the 
NPPRlin New York City as of that date. REYNOLDS was 
convicted in Puerto Rico on September 7, 1951 j of 
having violated the Commonwealth Subversive Activities 
Law 53 i in that she took an oath to support the NPPR, 
which oath was administered by PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS 
to persons attending a General Assembly of the NPPR 
held on December l8, 1949, at Arecibo, Puerto Rico. 

In the latter part of 1954, the Commonwealth of 
Puerto Rice Supreme Court, reversed the decision 
of the lower court concerning REYNOLDS' conviction. 

(t^- 1 advised SA WIATT on April 3, 195§Wfct during the 
jai'torn^on of April 3 , 195®, RUTH MlGSSR telephoned Attorney 
SANTOS j AMADEO to see if he could possibly obtain a pardon 
or a release from the Jail sentence being served by ALBIZU 
in view of the latter's poor health. According to 
A.MADEO advised MILLER that efforts were being made to ($• 
see if this could be achieved.

T-l advised SA WIATT on April 4, 1956, that on the night of 
April 3, 1956, a meeting was hold at tho home of VICTOR COTT 
and the latter's wife, MERCEDES DE jbOTT, at which RUTH 
MILLER, ANA M/.RIA CAMPOS and INOCENCIO L/.GARES Attended. 
According to the informant, this meeting was held to discuss the 
physical condition of AUBIZU and to determine a manner whereby 
he could be released from his sentence due to his poor healttyv; 



T-l also advised SA WIATT that during the evening of 
April 4, 1956, a meeting was held in the home of JUANITA OJEDA, 
and those present included OJEDA, RUTH MILLER, ANA MARIA 
CAMPOS, FRANCISCO MATOS PAOLI, ISABEL FREIRE DE MATOS, 

ANGELINA ITORRESOLA, and ALFREDO? PLATET . According to the 
informant, this meeting concerned itself with discussions 
relating ? to the health of ALBIZU. T-l added that no dis- 
cussions of violence, demonstrations or other acts of 
protest were made by the groupu'flW 

ANA MARIA CAMPOS is the sister of PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS.

BIELER on February 19, 1952, that MERCEDES DE COTT 
has been a member of the NPPR for many years and 
she has observed her in NPPR parades with PEDRO 
ALBIZU CAMPOS.

INOCENCIO L\GARES advised SA's JOHN A . YATTEAU and 
WILSON A. [ROOD on March 4, 1954, that he was at that 
time a ''Rationalist and had participated in NPPR affairs. 

FRANC I SCO^MATO^I PAOLI in a signed statement given to 
Puerto Riio Insular authorities on November 11, 1950, 
admitted Being Secretary General of the NPPR and 
said he advocated independence for Puerto Rico through 
whatever means available. 


MATOS PAOLI on September 25, 1951, was found guilty on 
two counts of violation of the Commonwealth Subversive 
Activities Law 53 and received a total sentence of 
from two to twenty years.

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T-l advised S A DOUGLAS G. BILLS on September 29, 1935, that 
RAMON LUIS RODRIGUEZ OCASIO has been identified to him as 
a member of the NPPR by leaders of that Party, and that 
RODRIGUEZ has admitted to him that he has been engaged in 
activities on behalf of the NPPR during 1954 and 1955. 

RODRIGUEZ departed from Puerto Rico for Mexico on March 30, 

1955, and has recently been reported to be in La Paz, Bolivia 

The April 14, 1956, issue of EL IMP ARC I AL, San Juan Spanish 
language daily newspaper, on page 12, column 3, contains 
an article entitled, "United Nations Asked to Investigate 
Political Crimes on Island." This article concerns a 
request by the Federation of University Students of Havana, 

Cuba, to the United Nations for an investigation of the 
"political assassination of the leader PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS, 
President of the movement of liberation," and reads as follows: 

"Requesting an investigation of ’the political crimes 
which are being committed periodically in Puerto 
Rico by the interfering North American authorities 
as well as by the so-called Insular Government, the 
FEDERATION OF UNIVERSITY STUDENTS OF HAVANA sent a 
message to the Committee on Human Rights of the 
United Nations requesting an investigation of the 
•political assassination cf the leader PEDRO 
ALBIZU CAMPOS, President of the movement of liber- 
ation. ' 

"in another part of its message the FEU (Federacion 

de Estudiantes Universitarios de La Habana Federation 

of University Students of Havana) demands an investi- 
gation of 'the implantation of Draconian laws in 
Puerto Rico which violate human rights and are declared 
unconstitutional by the Supreme Court of the United States. 1 
The federated students of Cuba conclude their message 
to the U.N. protesting f the inhuman fact that the 
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"North American authorities have not allowed the 
wife and children of the apostle ALBIZU CAMPOS to 
be with him in the last moments of his life.* 

"In another message addressed to the United States 
ambassador in Cuba, ARTHUR GARDNER, the FEU asks 
the Ambassador to take steps with his government 
so that 'the wife and children of the Puerto Rican 
liberator, PEDRO .ALBIZU CAMPOS, may be allowed to be 
with him at this time when he is between life and 
death and that they may be granted the facilities 
and guarantees which this exceptional case requires. 1 


"The FEDERATION OF UNIVERSITY STUDENTS sent another 
message to the President of the alumni of the 
University of Harvard in Cambridge, Massachusetts 
asking him not to invite the Governor Munoz Marin 
to their lecture halls because 'Munoz is serving as x 
an instrument of the interfering authorities in the 
persecution of patriots, as in the case of PEDRO' 
ALBIZU CAMPOS, President of the Nationalist Party and 
a graduate of Harvard . 1 "

He also advised 
that he was elected to the position of delegate to the 
National Board of the NPPR at the National Assembly of 
that Party held in /.recibc, on December 18, 1949. PRPD 
reports MEDINA was electee’. Acting President of the NPPR 
at the General Assembly of the NPPR held in San Juan 
on February 25, 1940. MEDINA was convicted on October

recently stated that he came to Puerto Rico to see his sick 
father whom he likes very much because his mother was unable 
to come due to her citizenship status. ALBIZU MENESES had 
also stated that he has no desire to, become active itf the 
NPJ?R. T-2 stated that it is his impression that the 
Nationalists are not trying to place /.LBIZU MENESES in a 
position of leadership in the NPPR but that EL IMP ARC I AL

The April 26, 1956, issue of EL MUNDO, on page 28, column 5, 
contains an article entitled, "Say Visit of ALBIZU 1 s Son 
Has Helped Him." This article states that "Dr. EDUARDO 
MONTILLA assured yesterday that the arrival in Puerto Rico 
of PEDRO ALBIZU MENESES, son of the Nationalist leader 
who is confined in the Presbyterian Hospital, has been of 
great benefit to the patient." The article also states that 
"PEDRITO has been visiting his father once each day. Accord- 
ing to what he said oh one occasion, he does not want to 
tire his father considering 'he is very exhausted.'"

CONCEPCION stated that, "/iBIZU CAMPOS is an eminent champion 
of Puerto Rico's cause. His name belongs to the fatherland's 
history and to the history of America, which at one time 
has saluted him as one of its heroes. 

"Regardless of tactics and procedures which we do net share, 
his is a life of self denial, renunciation and sacrifice 
in defense of the independence of the fatherland. 

"He is a man dedicated to the cause of democracy, which is 
the cause of liberty and justice, and as a Puerto Rican dedi- 
cated to the cause of Puerto Rico and totally delivered to the 
service cf my people, I beg heaven for the health of this 
illustrious, worthy Puerto Rican."

STATE OF HEALTH OF PEDRO ALBIZU 
CAMPOS HAS NOT IMPROVED IN PRISON 
By Teofilo Maldonado 


The state of health of^the President of the 
Nationalist Party, PED R O l ALB IZU CAMPOS, has not improved 
since he left the P re s Sy’ t e r i anTTosp ital and went back into 
the Penitentiary on May 5. 

The picture that he presents is the same that 
was previously reported. He continues to have his left 
side paralyzed and cannot speak at all. The impression 
prevailing among the doctors who~attended him is that in 
view of the time that has elapsed since he suffered the 
cerebral thrombosis, ALBIZU CAMPOS will never recover 
the power of speech. 

The inmate spends the great part of the day 
seated in a wheel chair which was acquired for his exclusive 
use when he was again confined to the prison. He is not 
allowed to use towels or put his feet in water, which he 
did on occasion , alleging that with this procedure he was 
protecting himself aginst " light rays " which he alleged 
were being directed against him "by the government to kill 
him". 
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The patient is being given the treatment in the 
penitentiary that was indicated for him when he was dis- 
missed from the Presbyterian Hospital. Three days a week 
he is given massage and physiotherapy treatment and 
he is given food prepared by the dietician in the Presby- 
terian Hospital. 

Doctor EOTARDO MONTILLA, who w as the head. doctor 
who attended Mr. ALBIZU CAMPOS in the aforesaid hospital, 
has been in Boston foritwo weeks doing studies in connection 
with his specialization. 

It is reported that he will not return to Puerto 
Rico before a month or six weeks. In his place the President 
of the Nationalist Party is being attended by doctor JUAN A. 
NOGUERA, who is on the faculty of the Medical School of 
the University of Puerto Rico. He sees the. patient on,. 
Tuesday and Friday. 

Doctor TROYANO DE LOS RIOS, Director of Medical 
Services of the Penitentiary, sees the prisoner- daily in 
his daily visit to the prison. 

In circles close to the government it said to be 
very improbable , if not impossible, that Mr. ALBIZU CAMPOS 
will be granted another executive clemency. T he possibility 
is not discarded, however, that he may be taken again to a 
private hospital if his state of health justifies the 
adoption of this measure in the future. 

Upon his return to :xthe hPehlMhiitry, ALBIZU CAMPOS 
was given a general physical examination anr> a laboratory 
analysis. The results of these examinations were not 
revealed. The private doctors who attended him as well as 
those in the penitentiary are on the alert in regard to the 
state of health of the patient.

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I, STATUS OF INCARCERATION 

Captain GERARDO DELGADO, Acting Warden, Commonwealth of 
Puerto Rico State Penitentiary, Rio Piedras, Puerto Rico, 
advised SA WILLIAM B. HOLLOMAN on June 5/ 1956, that the 
subject was transferred from the Presbyterian Hospital, 
Santurce, Puerto Rico, to the State Penitentiary at 5:^0 a.m. 
on that date. This transfer terminated the subject's stay 
at the Presbyterian Hospital where he had been confined since 
March 29, 1956. He had been transferred to the Presbyterian 
Hospital following a cerebral thrombosis. 

Captain DELGADO advised that two male prisoners received 
nurses training at the Presbyterian Hospital prior to the 
subject's return to the penitentiary in order that they 
could assist in caring for the subject at the penitentiary.^ 
Concerning the training of these two prisoners, the "World 
Journal," a San Juan daily newspaper, on page two, columns 
seven and eight, of the June 1, 1956, issue, carried an 
article captioned, "Two Convicts Training As Nurses To Care 
For ALBIZU At Jail," and reads in part as follows: 

"Each morning, two inmates of the penitentiary at 
Rio Piedras are trading their prison garments for the 
traditional white of nurses. 

"Then, they are transported to Presbyterian 
Hospital where, for the next nine hours, they 
receive instructions in nursing In preparation 
for an important task. They will be assigned to 
care for PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS when the Nationalist 
Party leader is eventually transferred back to the 
prison from the hospital where he is recuperating 
from a cerebral hemorrhage suffered in April. 

"The prisoners, both described by Correction 
Division officials as 'minimum custody' inmates, 
volunteered for the task. There are no regis- 
tered nurses staffed at the penitentiary and the 
plan to educate prison personnel for the task was 
advanced by Dr. EDUARDO MONTILLA , who is in charge 
of ALBIZU CAMPOS' care. 
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"Neither of them, according to authorities , is the 
hardened criminal type and both are trusted rnen 
of normal intelligence . 

"They work under the supervision cf registered 
nurses from 7:30 a.m. until 4:30 p.m. when they 
go back to their cells." 

Captain DELGADO also advised on June 5, 1956, that the 
subject will be confined in a private cell in the hospital 
ward of the penitentiary. He stated that the cell has 
been outfitted with a hospital bed and other accessories 
common to a hospital room. He added that the room had 
jbeen furnished according to the instructions of Dr. EDUARDO 
NjONTILLA , the subject's attending physician, and was 
approved by Dr. MONTILLA prior to the subject's return. „ 
According to Captain DELGADO, the care which the subject *' 
receives at the penitentiary is comparable to that which • 
he received at the Presbyterian Hospital. 


Captain DELGADO stated that the subject is cared for by 
the two prisoners who received nursing training and is 
under 24-hour observation by these prisoners and by 
penitentiary guards. ' 

Captain DELGADfl^advised that the only persons who will 
be permitted jo visit the subject are the subject's son, 
PEDRO ALBIZwfeNESES, and the subject's sister, ANA MARIA 
ftJAMPOS. He stated that PEDRO ALBIZU MENESES will be 
allowed to visit his father each Thursday afternoon and 
ANA MARIA CAMPOS will be allowed to visit on each Tuesday 
afternoon. 


II. HEALTH STATUS 

Dr. EDUARDO MONTILLA advised SA WILLIAM B. HOLLOMAN on 
June 5# 1956, that the subject was returned to the Common- 
wealth of Puerto Rico State Penitentiary on that date 
because his condition had improved to the point where 
a transfer could be made with reasonable safety and that 
the subject could be properly cared for at the penitentiary. 
He stated that the effects of the cerebral thrombosis appear 



to be permanent and that the subject will have only limited 
usage of his right leg and arm and that he will probably 
always have a severe speech Impediment. 

Dr 0 MONTILLA advised that the subject can speak only in 
monosyllables but this is with some difficulty. He stated 
that the partial paralysis of the subject's right leg and 
arm can be alleviated somewhat through the use of physical 
therapy but that the subject will never have more than 
very limited use of these limbs. 

Dr. MONTILLA prognosticated that the subject may live for 
a number of years if there is no recurrence of the cerebral 
thrombosis. He stated that the subject will be required 
to lead a sedentary life free from emotional aggravations. 
Dr. MONTILLA concluded that if there is a recurrence of 
the cerebral thrombosis , there is a good possibility that * 
the subject could not survive it. 

On June 12, 1956, Captain DELGADO advised SA HOLLOMAN 
that the subject's physical condition since his return 
to the penitentiary has been reported to him by the 
doctors as very satisfactory. He stated that Dr. MONTILLA 
is still attending the subject and visits him twice weekly 
at the penitentiary. In addition, the subject's condition 
is closely watched by the penitentiary physician. Dr. 

RAFAEL TROYANO DE LOS RIOS, on a daily basis. 

On July 10, 1956, Captain DELGADO advised SA HOLLOMAN 
that since the subject's return to the penitentiary he 
has shown steady improvement in his physical condition, 
although he is still almost completely bedridden. Captain 
DELGADO stated that the subject has been fitted with 
special orthopedic supports to enable him to walk about 
but that the subject has not learned to use these as yet. 

Captain DELGADO- added that a nurse trained in physical 
therapy visits the subject twice weekly to treat his 
incapacitated limbs and to train him in the use of the 
orthopedic supports. Captain DELGADO stated that Dr. 

EDUARDO MONTILLA is visiting in the United States and that 
during his absence the care of the subject has been 
entrusted to Dr. JUAN A>iJK)GUERA, who is on the faculty 
of the Medical School of tTie University of Puerto Rico. 
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Dr*. N0GU3RA visits the subject on Tuesday and Friday, 
according to Captain DEI..GADO . 

On July 24, 1956, Captain DELGADO adviced SA PHILIP T. 
KING that there has been no appreciable- change in the 
subject's physical condition during the last two or three 
weeks. He stated that the subject still has very limited 
speech ability and that the use of his legs has not been 
regained. He asserted that the subject spends most of 
his time in bed or sitting in a wheel chair.

They stated that the NPPR members apparently 
feel that the subject lias received good treatment at the 
hospital and that his return to the penitentiary will not 
endanger his life at this time. Those informants have 
advised that they know of no plans for violence or demon- 
strations in the event of the subject's death. 


Captain GERARDO DELGADO advised SA WILLIAM B. HOLLOMAN on 
June 12, 1956, that he lias not noted any reaction on the 
part of the Nationalist prisoners in the penitentiary to 
the subject's return to prison from the Presbyterian 
Hospital .

letter, according to ''this publication, is from the Committee 
for Justice to Puerto Ricans, "a group concerned with the 
civil liberties side of the Puerto Rican question."

DETAILS: The Nationalist Party of Puerto Rico, herein- 

after referred to a3 the NPPR, has been de- 
signated by the Attorney General of the United States 
pursuant to -Executive Order 104^0. 

I. STATUS OF IN CARCE R ATION 

"Captain GERARDO DELGADO, Acting Warden, 
Commonwealth of Puerto Rico State Penitentiary, 

Rio Piedras, Puerto Rico, advised 3A WILLIAM B. 

HOLLOMAN on October 29, 19^6, that the subject con- 
tinues to be confined in the hospital ward of this 
penitentiary. According to DELGADO, the subject has 
a private room, which has all the necessary hospital 
equipment for caring for the subject. He stated that 
ALBIZU is cared for by two prisoners, who have received 
some nursing training. ALBIZU ls under 24 -hour care 
by these prison nurses, and is also under constant 
observation by prison guards according to DELGADO*. 

Captain DELGADO stated tha^ the only person who 
is now allowed to visit ALBIZU is Ms sis&6r, ANA MARIA 
— 0H.MPOS. The subject's son, PEDRQ^BIZSLdfeNESES, was 
allowed to visit his father once each weak during the 
time he was in Puerto Rico,* however, he has now returned 
to Cuba. 
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The September 4, 1956, issue of "El Mundo," 
Sen Juan Spanish language daily newspaper, on page 
22, column 7» reflects the following under the 
caption.- "Munoz States That There Is No Thought of 
Pardoning Albizu Campos": 


"Attorney PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS, President 
of the Nationalist Party of Puerto Rico, will 
have to serve all the sentences imposed 
on him, since, according to the remarks of 
Governor Munoz Marin at his press confer- 
ence on last Saturday, the latter is not 
thinking of pardoning him again. Approxi- 
mately 2 years ago the governor pardoned 
the Nationalist leader while the latter 
was serving a sentence in La Princesa, 

"In the opinion of the governor, ALBIZU 
CAMPOS is receiving all the treatment 
humanly possible and the doctors who are 
attending him are very solicitous about 
his health. 

"We asked the governor on Saturday 
whether he had considered another pardon 
for the Nationalist leader because of 
his delicate state of health. Munoz 
confined himself to saying, 'No. The 
Commonwealth has not considered such a 
thing.'"

^[HH^stated that during a recent dis- 
cussion he had with JOSE TRIAS MONGE, Attorney General, 
Commonwealth of Puerto Rico, TRIAS pointed out there is 
a strong possibility that after the November 6, 1956, 
elections, he (TRIAS) will recommend that the p rison 
sentences of PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS be commuted, 
stated that in any event there is no doubt ALBIZU 
will be removed from the penitentiary upon any indi- 
cation that critical condition and might die. 

According to the Commonwaalt>^doey not desire 

to allow ALBIZU to die in prison. BBBPt a< ^ e d that 
according to his information, ALBIZTMS physical condi- 
tion is satisfactory and there is little danger of his 
dying at this time. 


^BBB" sta ^ ed that in the event of the death 
of PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS, the vacations of ell police will 
be cancelled and surveillances of NPPR leaders and 
members will be instituted. He pointed out that extreme 
care will be taken by the Police Department at that time 
so that the public does not become aware of the 
additional measures taken by the police. 
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II. HEALTH STATUS 

Captain GERARDO DELGADO advised SA WILLIAM 
B. HOLLOMAN on August 2, 1956, that the subject had a 
fever on July 29, 1956, which had been diagnosed by 
the attending physicians as a light case of pneumonia. 
DELGADO advised that as of August 2, 1956, the subject 
had shown much improvement following medication, and 
his condition had been reported by the physicians 
to be satisfactory. 

On August 22, 1956, Dr. EDUARDO MONTILLA, 
advised 3A HOLLOMAN that on August 17, 1956, he was 
advised by Captain GERARDO DELGADO-j- Acting Warden, 
Commonwealth State Penitentiary, that the subject was 
refusing to eat. MONTILLA stated that he has been in 
charge of the subject’s care since ALBIZU’S cerebral 
thrombosis several months ago. He stated that he has been 
visiting the subject daily since August 17, 1956, and it 
is his opinion that the subject is basing his refusal 
to eat on his belief that he is being bombarded by 
"rays" directed at him by the United States. Dr, 

MONTILLA stated that the other possibility is that 
the subject is doing this in an effort to gain his 
release from prison. The Doctor stated that he does 
not put much credence in this, however, because he does 
not believe the subject is mentally alert enough to 
think out that plan. He added, however, that the subject’s 
son visited ALBIZU on Thursday, the day before the 
subject began his refusal to eat, and there is a slight 
possibility that PEDRO ALBIZU MENESES may have given 
his father this idea.

According to D r . MONTILLA, the subject has 
completely recovered from his recent attack of pneumonia 
and he Is relatively- quite strong physically and 
should be able to stand several days of this fasting. 

He stated that the subject has been told by him that 
if he does not begin eating in the near future^-he, 

Dr. MONTILLA, will have to feed him intravenous ly-* 

Dr, MONTILLA advised that he has givTsrr^orcTers at 
the penitentiary to leave the subject's meals with 
him for thirty minutes and if he does not~eat,to^ 
take the food^away and give no importance to ALBIZU'S 
refusal t o -- e at . 


Dr, MONTILLA. stated that as a last resort, 
if the subject weakens considerably, he will have to 
use drugs on him and feed him intravenously. He 
added that he does not believe this will be necessary. 

The August 24, 1956, issue of "El Mundo," on 
page 21, columns one and two, under the caption, 
"REASON FOR LOSS OF APPETITE; ALBIZU AGAIN COMPLAINS 
OF LIGHT RAYS," reflects the following; 

"The reason for the loss of appetite of 
Mr, PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS, leader of the 
Nationalist Party, was revealed yesterday, 

Doctor EDUARDO MONTILLA reported that during 
his last visit to the penitentiary ALBIZU 
complained that 'cosmic rays' were coming in 
the window of his room and he has again oovered 
his head with a towel." 


CONF^'UIAL 
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The August 29, 1956, iseue of "El Mundo" 
on page one, column three, reflects under the 
caption, "ALBIZU CAMPOS, UNDERWEIGHT, FED 
INTROVENOUSLY" : 


"The physical condition of Atty. PEDRO 
ALBIZU CAMPOS had grown worse yesterday when 
his physician, Doctor EDUARDO MONTILLA, gave 
instructions that he be fed intravenously 
immediately, 

"Meanwhile yesterday was the 13th day 
of the voluntary fast of Mr, ALBIZU, who 
had not tasted solid food since the 
morning of the l?th of this month. Since 
that date he has maintained himself with 
juices and water in small quantities, 

"In addition, Doctor MONTILLA reported 
that ALBIZU has lost a considerable amount 
of weight, but the doctor assured that 
ALBIZU'S condition is 'relatively good.' 

"On the other hand, Captain GERARDO 
DELGADO, who visits Mr. ALBIZU daily, reported 
that 'ALBIZU is now fighting with his former 
theory when he alleged that electronic rays 
were burning him, ' Now DELGADO reported 
'since he cannot talk, the Nationalist leader 
is making signs towards the window through 
which the sun's rays enter and in addition 
he wants to cover his face to avoid the rays.*’ 
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The August 31» 193>6, issue of "El Mundo," on 
page two, column six, under the caption, "ALBIZU 
CAMPOS ENDS FAST AFTER Ik DAYS,” reflects the 
following : 


"Attorney PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS, President 
of the Nationalist Partv of Puerto Rico, 
yesterday concluded his voluntary fast to 
which he had subjected himself for ll| days 
and began to digest solid food. ALBIZU 
ate fried chicken, salad and milk, 

"Captain GERARDO DELGADO, warden of 
the penitentiary, said that apparently 
the intravenous food which was begun to 
be given to ALBIZU day before yesterday 
upon the instructions of his physician, 

Doctor EDUARDO MONTILLA, was responsible 

for the change in attitude of the Nationalist 

leader. 

"ALBIZU CAMPOS went 14 days without 
tasting solid food and only drank very small 
amounts of juices, ice cream and water. 

"Day before yesterday MONTILLA found 
that ALBIZU was losing weight considerably a nd 
he personally began to give the intravenous 
food injections. Yesterday the intravenous 
food was suspended since the patient is already 
ingesting solid foods. 

"In regard to the mental status of ALBIZU, 
a few days ago Doctor MONTILLA reported that 
he alleges that he is being attacked with 
electronic rays."

Captain GERARDO DELGADO advised by letter 
dated October 14, 1956, that the subject again began 
to refuse to eat on October 9, 1956. According- to 
this letter. Dr. EDUARDO MONTILLA , the subject's attend- 
ing physician', visited him on October 9, 1956, and 
administered an injection of glucose. At that time, 
the subject resisted the injection and was rebellious, 
and uncontrolable . According to Captain DELGADO, 
sedatives had to be administered before the subject 
could be given the injections of glucose. According 
to this letter, Dr. MONTILLA has advised Captain 
DELGADO- that in his opinion, the subject refuses to 
eat because his mental condition has deteriorated to 
the point where he believes cosmic rays are being in- 
jected into him along with the glucose. Dr,-, MONTILLA 
advised that the subject may not eat normally again for 
some time, and has ordered glucose injections every other 
day. 


Captain DELGADO advised in his letter that 
Dr. MONTILLA considers the subject-' s physical condition 
to.be satisfactory, but his mental condition to be much 
worse, and Dr, MONTILLA has recommended that the subject 
be given psychiatric treatment. 

Dr. EDUARDO MONTILLA advised SA WILLIAM B. 
HOLLOMAN on October 18, 1956, that although the subject 
refuses to eat and is being fed intravenously every 
other day, his physical condition is satisfactory. He 
stated that ALBIZU'S mental condition is worse than 
ever and he is being examined by psychiatrists in an 
effort to determine the cause of his self-imposed fast. 
Dr, MONTILLA advised that no report has been received 
from the psychiatrists, but he feels that there is no 
immediate danger due to the subject's refusal to eat. 
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Captain DELGADO advised SA WILLIAM B. HOLLOMAN 
on October 29, 1956, that the subject continues to refuse 
to eat solid foods and the glucose injections are being 
continued every other day. Captain DELGADO advised that 
the physical condition of ALBIZU is termed satisfactory 
by the attending physicians and they have advised 
that his strength can be maintained for an indefinite 
period through administration of glucose. Captain 
DELGADO added that the mental condition of ALBIZU 
has become much worse during recent weeks, and he is 
now being examined by psychiatrists in an effort to 
determine the reason for his refusal to eat.

WRIT OF HABEAS C0RRJ3 FILED IN FAVOR OF AL3IZU 

ALLEGATION MADE IN UNITED STATES DISTRICT COURT TEAT 
HuRISOKLfENT IS ILLEGAL

Attorney COULD J. LYNN of New York, in his position of friend 
of Nationalist leader PEDRO ALETZU CA3»:F03, and with the authorization of 
his sister, filed a Writ of Habeas Corpus in U. S. District Court yester- 
day morning, asking that the Warden of the Commonwealth Penitentiary, Cap- 
tain GERARDO DELGADO, appear before that Court and show cause for maintain- 
ing ALEIZU in prison. 

The writ also asks that an order be issued transferring the pri- 
soner to a private clinic in view of the grave state of his health. 

10 

The writ was prepared in New York under date of November 
1956, and the last petition is academia inasmuch as on the previous day, 
Friday, November 9th, AL3IZU CAI.POS was transferred from the Commonwealth 
Penitentiary to the Presbyterian Hospital 

The fundamental question raised by the attorney in his writ is 
that the Governor could not revoke the pardon, as he did, without first 
giving ALBIZU CANTOS an opportunity to show that he had not violated the 
conditions of the pardon. 

It is expected that Judge CLENENTE RUIZ KAZARIC of the U. S. 
District Court will consider Attorney LYNN’S petition this morning at 
10:00 o’clock. 

On the other hand it is alleged that if it is true that the 
Supreme Court decided that the Governor acted correctly in accordance with 
the laws of the Puerto Rican. Commonwealth, the question should be raised 
as to whether or not the summary revocation of the pardon is detrimental 
to the rights of the prisoner under the Constitution and laws of the 
United States. 

The writ filed yesterday begins by saying that the prisoner has 
practically lost his power of speech due to partial paralysis occasioned 

GEH 
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by illness which arose during his imprisonment. It is further alleged 
that his imprisonment is illegal. 

His arrest and imprisonment are illegal, according to allegations 
made by Attorney LINN, because the Governor ordered the return of ALBIZU 
CAMPOS to prison without giving him an opportunity to be heard in order 
to determine if, in effect, he had violated the conditions of his pardon. 

It is alleged that ALBIZU did not violate his conditional pardon 
prior to the Governor’s order that he be returned to the penitentiary and 
that he should have been given an opportunity of being heard by an impar- 
tial group prior to the formulation of the decision to revoke his pardon. 

It continues that the petitioner has used all means available to 
him prior to filing this petition, inasmuch as the Supreme Court of Puerto 
Rico denied another writ in which the revocation of the pardon was alleged 
invalid. 


In the memorandum which accompanies the Writ of Habeas Corpus, 
an account is made of the events which took place in Puerto Rico from* 
October, 195(4 the date of the Nationalist uprising. 

As a result of these incidents, ALBIZU CAKPOS was tried in the 
courts of the "territorial Government" and was sentenced to a total of 
73 years in jail. 

In September of 1953! Governor MUNOZ MARIN pardoned ALBIZU CAMPOS 
on condition that the Nationalist leader refrain from engaging in subver- 
sive acts, or acts of violence against the Government, 

On March 1, 195h» a group of Nationalists attacked Congressmen 
in the National Capitol, and the Nationalist leader described the assail- 
ants as patriots in an interview granted to a newspaper reporter. 

Subsequently the Governor revoked ALBIZU’S pardon, and he was 
again imprisoned. 

"A pardon is always an act of grace and should be granted with- 
out reservations," states the attorney in his memorandum. 

Upon presenting a writ to the Supreme Court of Puerto Rico 
questioning the validity of the revocation of the pardon, the court 
denied the writ. 

Attorney LINN states that the decision of the Supreme Court 
of Puerto Rico cannot prevent the Federal Court from deciding whether the 
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rights of the prisoner under the Constitution of the United States have 
been violated. 

He states that "the existence of the Puerto Rican Commonwealth 
within the United States presents a constitutional anomaly," but that its 
true relation with the Federal Government can be determined by means of 
an examination of the law passed by Congress authorizing Puerto Rico to 
draw up its own constitution, and of the Federal Relations Statute, 

After citing the Federal Code, the Federal Relations Statute, and 
some decisions by Continental courts relative to revocation of parole, the 
petitioner asks: 

Upon being newly arrested, did ALBIZU CA1T03 have, therefore, as 
a citizen of the United States, the right to a hearing to determine whether 
or not he had violated the conditions of his pardon? 

And adds : "It appears to us that there is no doubt as to the 

answer to this question." 

"The question is not," according to the petitioner, "whether the 
Supreme Court of Puerto Rico correctly applied the Commonwealth law or" 
correctly interpreted the terms of the pardon, but whether or not the 
summary revocation was detrimental to the rights of the prisoner under the 
Constitution and laws of the United States."' 

It is alleged that in spite of the belief of the authority who 
revoked the pardon - in this case, the Governor - the prisoner should be 
given an opportunity to defend himself. 

The writ ends by alleging that in view of the fact that the 
prisoner is seriously ill, he should be transferred to a private hospital; 
an allegation which is academic, in view of the fact that ALBIZU CAfLPOS 
was taken to the Presbyterian Hospital on Friday, November 9th.

Captain GERARDO DELGADO, Acting Warden, Commonwealth of 
Puerto Rico State Penitentiary, Rio Pledras, Puerto Rico, 
advised SA DOUGLAS G. BILLS on November 9 > 1956, the subject 
was transferred from the penitentiary to room A -8, Presbyterian 
Hospital, Santurce, Puerto Rico, on November 9 » 1956. He 
Indicated this move was made because of the subject's continued 
refusal to eat . 

The November 7, 1956, issue of the "World Journal," San Juan 
daily newspaper, on page 3, columns 4 and 5, under the caption 
"ALBIZU May Be Moved Soon" states: 

"Secretary of Justice JOSE TRIAS-MONGE said yester- 
day that doctors in charge of Nationalist Party 
leader PEDRO ALBIZU -CAMPOS are considering the 
advisability of transferring their patient-prisoner 
to a private clinic, and will soon submit a formal 
request to that effect. 

"ALBIZU, up to today, the 31st day of his fast, 
has been receiving intravenous feeding daily, 
since the 15th day but this treatment is subject 
to complications if continued over a long period 
of time according to Dr. EDUARDO MONTILLA, who 
started the treatment in order to save ALBIZU ’s 
life. 

"Doctors have lost hope that ALBIZU would give 
up his fasting as his daughter, who flew to her 
father's side from her home in Peru, has failed 
in her attempts to get him to eat." 

Captain JUAN GONZALEZ DELGADO, Bureau of Internal Security (BIS), 
Police of Puerto Rico (POPR), Sail Juan, Puerto Rico, advised 
SA WILLIAM B. HOLLOMAN on January 25, 1957, the subject has 
been confined at the Presbyterian Hospital, Santurce, since 
November 9, 1956. He stated ALBIZU is confined in a private 
room at the hospital and is under 24-hour guard by agents 
of the BIS. Captain GONZALEZ advised he has received no 
Indication as to whether ALBIZU will remain indefinitely in 
the hospital or will be returned to the penitentiary. 
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to be good for a man of his age and medical history. Captain 
GONZALEZ stated the subject is given physiotherapy treatments, 
special diet, sun baths, and every convenience to make his 
life comfortable . According to Captain GONAZLEZ, the subject 
still has only limited use of his right arm and leg and is 
unable to speak except in mono -syllables . 

Captain GONZALEZ further advised that he has been told by 
the attending physicians the subject's mental condition is 
much the same as it has been for several years; that is, 

ALBIZU imagines he is being attacked by electronic rays directed 
against him by the government. 

The October 31, 1956, issue of "El Mundo, " San Juan Spanish 
language daily newspaper, on page 1, column 6, and page l6, 
column 5, under the caption "Daughter Says It Is Absurd 
to Consider ALBIZU Crazy . . . Visits Him in Penitentiary" , 
reflects: 

"Mrs. LAURA ALBIZU DE MENESES, the daughter of 
the president of the Nationalist Party of Puerto 
Rico, Attorney PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS, visited her 
father yesterday for the first time after an absence 
of eight years. ALBIZU completed his twenty-third 
day yesterday without tasting food. 

"Upon her departure after a visit to her father, 

Mrs. ALBIZU DE MENESES affirmed, 'It is absurd to 
think that my father is crazy and that he is fasting 
voluntarily. ' She added, 'It has always been said 
that my father is crazy because of the politics 
that he pursued and likewise they wanted to ridi- 
cule him. ' " 

III, LEGAL ACTION OH BEHALF OF SUBJECT 

The November 14, 1956, issue of "El Mundo" reflects under 
the caption "Writ of Habeas Corpus Piled in Favor of ALBIZU; 
Allegation Made in United States District Court That Imprison- 
ment is Illegal" reflects: 

"Attorney CONRAD J. LYNN of New York, In his position 
of friend of Nationalist leader PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS, 
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confidential 

"and with the authorization of his sister, filed 
a Writ of Habeas Corpus in U. S. District Court 
yesterday morning, asking that the Warden of the 
Commonwealth Penitentiary, Captain GERARDO DELGADO, 
appear before that Court and show cause for main- 
taining ALBIZU in prison. 

"The writ also asks that an order be issued trans- 
ferring the prisoner to a private clinic in view 
of the grave state of his health. 

"The writ was prepared in New York under date of 
November 19, 1956, and the last petition is academic 
inasmuch as on the previous day, Friday, November 9th, 
ALBIZU CAMPOS was transferred from the Commonwealth 
Penitentiary to the Presbyterian Hospital. 

"The fundamental question raised by the attorney 
in Us writ is that the Governor could not revoke 
the pardon, as he did, without first giving ALBIZU 
CAMPOS an opportunity to show that he had not violated 
the conditions of the pardon." 

"On the other hand it is alleged that if it is 
true that the Supreme Court decided that the Governor 
acted correctly in accordance with the laws of the 
Puerto Rican Commonwealth, the question should be 
raised as to whether or not the summary revocation 
of the pardon is detrimental to the rights of the 
prisoner under the Constitution and laws of the United 
States . " 

"His arrest and imprisonment are illegal, according 
to allegations made by Attorney LYNN, because the 
Governor ordered the return of ALBIZU CAMPOS to 
prison without giving him an opportunity to be heard 
in order to determine if, in effect, he had violated 
the conditions of his pardon. 

"It is alleged that ALBIZU did not violate his 
conditional pardon prior to the Governor's order 
that he be returned to the penitentiary and that 
he should have been given an opportunity of being 
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"heard by an impartial group prior to the formu- 
lation of the decision to revoke his pardon. 

"It continues that the petitioner has used all 
means available to him prior to filing this petition, 
inasmuch as the Supreme Court of Puerto Rico denied 
another writ in which the revocation of the pardon 
was alleged invalid." 

"After citing the Federal Code, the Federal Relations 
Statute, and some decisions by Continental courts 
relative to revocation of parole, the petitioner 
asks: 


"Upon being newly arrested, did ALBIZU CAMPOS, 
have, therefore, as a citizen of the United States, 
the right to a hearing to determine whether or not 
he had violated the conditions of his pardon? 

"And adds: 'It appears to us that there Is no doubt 

as to the answer to this question. ' 


"'The question is not,' according to the petitioner, 
'whether the Supreme Court of Puerto Rico correctly 
applied the Commonwealth law or correctly interpreted 
the terms of the pardon, but whether or not the 
summary revocation was detrimental to the rights 
of the prisoner under the Constitution and laws 
of the United States.'" / 

On March 29, 1934, CONRAD ,Lf LYNN furnished a sworn 
statement to Assistant Un^bed States Attorney ELLIOT 
H. LUMBARD, Southern D3,?<rict of New York, which 
stated he was the attorney for the NPPR. in New York 
City: and In this capacity defended many of the 
individual members of the NPPR. He also stated 
he was not a member of the NPPR. 


The November 15, 1956, issue of the "World Journal" on page 
3, columns 1 and 2, under the caption "Judge Denies Plea 
for Writ of Habeas in ALBIZU Case" reflects the writ of 
habeas corpus filed before the United States District Court. 
San Juan, was denied by Federal- Judge CLEMENTE RUIZ NAZARIO 
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on the grounds ALBIZU has not exhausted the legal remedies 
afforded by the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico courts.. This 
article also stated the case of ALBIZU will now be presented 
in the Commonwealth courts by Attorney JORGE/ LUIS LANDING. 

According to POPR reports, JORGE LUI^LANDING was 
the leader of a group of students /no lowered the 
United States flag and raised the/Nationalist flag 
at the University of Puerto Rico on December 15, . . 

1947. POPR reports also reflect LANDING visited 
PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS in 1350. 

LANDING advised SAs WIRT R. JONES and JOHN E. 

BYRNES on August 23, 1954, he was not a member 
of the NPPR and had never been a member of that 
party. He stated, however, it was not bad to . 
have an isolated bit of violence now and then 
to focus International interest on Puerto Rico. 

The November 20, 1956, issue of "El Imparcial," San Juan 
Spanish language daily newspaper, on page 3, columns 4 and 
5, under the caption "Habeas Corpus for ALBIZU CAMPOS Waived, " 
reflects that a decision has been made not to proceed for the 
time being with the habeas corpus motion which Attorney JORGE 
LUIS LANDING was planning to file in tRe Commonwealth Superior 
Court . 

The November 17, 1956, issue of "El Imparcial" on page 5, 
columns 1, 2, and 3,' under the caption/LYNN Authorized 
to Visit ALBIZU" reflects that CONRAB/LYNN had received 
permission to visit PEDRO ALBIZU CAMfOS about an hour before 
he left by plane for New York City/ The article states 
LYNN had fought with the Puerto Rican authorities for permission 
to tell ALBIZU personally of efforts being made in his behalf 
in federal court. This article states LYNN came to Puerto 
Rico sponsored by the Americans for Independence of Puerto 
Rico, and he stated he may return to the island to continue 
legal proceedings on behalf of ALBIZU if that is necessary. 

RUTHfMILLER, Treasurer, of the Committee of Americans 
foi/lndependence of Puerto Rico, advised SAS CHARLES 
R /BROWNELL and JOHN W. SCANNELL on May 5, 1954, that 
j*rganlzation was founded in 1952 to educate the 
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American people In the desirability of giving 
Puerto Rico its independence. MILLER admitted 
during this interview visiting Puerto Rico in 
February, 39 54, and staying at NPPR headquarters, 

San Juan, as a guest of PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS. 

The November 18, 1956, issue of "El Imparcial" on page 5, 
columns 1 and 2, shows pictures of CONRAD LYNN and quotes 
him as saying, 

"ALBIZU never was consulted about the terms of 
his pardon. Governor MUNOZ MARIN reserved the 
right to summarily jail the Nationalist leader when, 
in his opinion, the latter violated the conditions 
of the so-called pardon. Dr. ALBIZU CAMPOS was a 
very sick man when he was released on September 
30, 1933. It is a fact that the authorities never 
took into account the feelings of the prisoner 
in this matter. Thus he was thrown into the street. 
ALBIZU CAMPOS never recognized the Puerto Rican 
authorities' right to jail him and therefore he 
did not place any value on the pardon. His action 
was that of a free man when he resisted arrest. 

ALBIZU maintained that his incarceration was 
illegal. He considered it illegal because he 
always maintained that his original trial and 
conviction were illegal. His incarceration by 
the Governor after his pardon was the admission 
of political pressure." 

IV. LEADERSHIP STATUS 

|T-Ti^ontacted by SA WILLIAM B. HOLLOMAN on January 24^ 1957 /w 
lT_-2j contacted by SA HOLLOMAN on January 25, 1957J (T-3Wcon-/ 
tacted by SA HOLLOMAN on January 28, 1957; and (T-^^orrbactQQ V 
by SA ROBERT E. WIATT on January 12, 1957, all Vf~wnom have ^ 
furnished reliable information in the past, advised they 
consider the subject to be the titular leader of the NPPR 
even though he is incarcerated and in poor health. They 
stated ALBIZU will undoubtedly continue as leader of the 
NPPR until his death. They stated ALBIZU has always been 
the driving force behind the NPPR and the current activities 
of individual NPPR members is, in many cases, being conducted 
mostly out of respect and devotiorb.to .ALBIZU. 
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V. PRESS COMMENTS CONCERNING SUBJECT 


The December 17, 1356, issue of "El Imparcial" on page 13, 
columns 1 and 2, under the caption "How is That Explained?" 
reflects: 


"In a recent editorial we found it necessary to focus 
the attention of our government on the desirability 
of considering circumstances surrounding the case 
of PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS, and coming to a decision 
in the matter. We pointed out at that time the 
fact that continental attention is focused on this 
situation, and to the fact that the death of the 
Nationalist leader in the penitentiary would be, 
in the eyes of our America, an obvious discredit 
for Puerto Rico. 

"Now from the Argentine Republic there comes a 
document which shares the point of view of EL 
IMPARCIAL. The Association for Freedom for Puerto 
Rico, which has its headquarters in Buenos Aires, 
asks for the liberation of ALBIZU, and Informs 
the highest Puerto Rican official that in the event 
of his refusal to give favorable consideration to 
this matter, 'your government would be deserving 
of universal condemnation . 1 " 


The January 16, 1957, issue of the "World Journal" on page 
1, columns 1 and 2, under the caption "PIP Resolution Asks 
Freedom For Ailing PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS" reflects: 


"The Independence Party of Puerto Rico yesterday 
filed a resolution In the Commonwealth Legislature 
asking Gov. LUIS MUNOZ MARIN to free PEDRO ALBIZU 
CAMPOS, ailing leader of the defunct Nationalist 
Party. 


"GILBERTOyCONCEPCION DEyifrRACIA, president of the party, 
said tofiay his party ±jr determined to push the 
requ^t hard during t/la session of the Legislature. 


" 'ALBIZU CAMPOS has dedicated his life to the 
cause of independence, ' CONCEPCION said, 'and now 
he is a political prisoner and being treated as a 
common prisoner. ' 
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"The resolution states ALBIZU's 'failing health 
and the fact that he is spending the last days of 
his life in prison, have greatly affected reliable 
public opinion of Puerto Rico, of our America 
and in other countries of the world where ALBIZU 
is regarded as one of the most prominent personalities 
of our time . ' 11 

The December 18, 195^ issue of "el Imparcial, " page 6, 
columns ■jKand 5, and page 35 , columns 2 and 3, under the 
captj^iy^'Commerybirlg on the News" reflects an article by 
JUAMwUARBE Yi/lJARBE, and there is a notation that the article 
was^Be produce^ from "Excelsior, " Mexico City, November 27, 
19*50* editi^T. This column, which carries the subcaption 
'A Great American," reviews the history of ALBIZU CAMPOS 
ir./iost complimentary terms and characterizes him as a great 
man and a martyr for the cause of freedom for Puerto Rico,. 

It states in part: 

"He was taken prisoner in November of 1950, during 
the revolution in Puerto Rico. Because of the world- 
wide demand for his liberation, he was pardoned 
on September 29, 1953. in March of 195^, his 
pardon was revoked by executive order and he was 
incarcerated, to continue serving the sentences 
imposed prior to the pardon which total more than 
79 years. Prior to being pardoned he had officially 
been declared 'crazy, 1 because he alleged he was 
being attacked by radio-active waves in prison. 

"In August of 1952, ALBIZU CAMPOS wrote confidentially 
from his cell: 'Death may be attributed to heart 

failure or cerebral hemorrhage . . . For this, 
all that will be necessary is for body temperature 
to rise to a point which will produce this result. ' 

This forecast was presented by the Nationalist 
Party of Puerto Rico to the Organization of American 
States in December of 1952, seeking an investigation 
of the case. A similar fruitless petition was 
presented to the United Nations by the Albizu Campos 
Defense Council." 

This article also criticizes the United States Government 
for its refusal to grant ALBIZU's wife, LAURA MENESES DE 
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ALBIZU, a visa to. visit the subject in Puerto Rico. 

Or-1 advisedjTSA HOLLOMAN on January 24, 1957 , 
that JUAN JUARBE Y JUARBE served as Secretary 
of Foreign Affairs of the NPPR for several years 
prior to> about 1953 or 1954 when he was removed 
from th/t position. bvJLLBIZU CAMPOS. 


LAURtfGMENESES DE&LBIZU has been married to 
ALBIZU CAMPOS'since 1922. She forfeited United 
States citizenship obtained through this marriage 
because of prolonged residence in Peru during the 
1940's. She currently resides in M exic o City 
and has applied for permanent resident status 
in Mexico as a "political refugee." 


The December 21, 1956, issue of "El Imparcial, " page 2, 
columns 4 and 5, under the caption "Release of ALBIZU Asked 
From Argentina" reflects: 


"Insisting that the Commonwealth government should 
'fully restore the legal effect of human rights, 1 
the Association of Friends for the Freedom of Puerto 
Rico, which has its headquarters in Buenos Aires, 
sent a second communication to Governor MUNOZ MARIN 
requesting the latter to free the Nationalist leader 
PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS. 


"In the letter signed by RITO D. LUNA and NALDO G. 
ESPELETA, President and Secretary respectively of 
this organization, the Governor is reminded not to 
wait until ALBIZU CAMPOS dies in prison because such 
a situation 'would produce a tremendous impact on a 
great part of the Puerto Rican people causing it to 
feel a heightening of already existing passions and 
perhaps to adopt extreme positions which might endanger 
national tranquility.' 

"LUNA and ESPELETA complain that the governor has not 
answered a previous communication of August 29, which 
the ASSOCIATION OF FRIENDS FOR THE FREEDOM OF PUERTO 
RICO sent La Fortaleza, and that due to the advanced 
illness of ALBIZU and his Imminent death at any moment, 
they insist again that the Nationalist leader be released. 
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The December 18, 1956, issue of "El Imparcial," page 6, 
columns 2 and 3> under the caption "Nationalist Leader 
Expresses Thanks For Efforts to Free ALBIZU" reflects: 


"Thanking the Association for the Freedom of Puerto 
Rico (Asociacion pro Libertad de Puerto Rico), which 
has its headquarters in Buenos Aires, Argentina, for 
its interest in obtaining the release frdm prison of 
Dr. PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS, who is presently confined 
in the Presbyterian Hospital- --JULIO DE/SANTIAGO, 
o ne of the highest leaders of the Nationalist Party 
who has retired to private life at present, authorized 
the following statement: / 


" 'We Puerto Ricans who are dedicated to the patriotic 
struggle of shaping into tangible reality the dream 
of BETANCES, HOSTOS, and DE DIEGO can do no less 
than express our deepest thanks for the most noble 
efforts of the Association for the Freedom of Puerto 
Rico with its headquarters in the city of Buenos 
Aires, Argentina, for its interest in obtaining the 
release from prison of the apostle of our national > 
independence. Dr. PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS. It is a 
gesture of lofty human feelings which places them 
on a plane to which only men of noble enlightened 
understanding and feelings can rise. Such a stand 
should not surprise anyone. It is a question of 
men who are truly free, who are acting in behalf of 
a martyr for independence in a subjugated people 
whose destiny has been interfered with, and by their 
own experience they know how valuable a person is 
who is dedicated to the cause of liberty. ' 


" 'Those of us who are persecuted in our own land 
for our devotion to the national liberty of Puerto 
Rico believe that Don PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS is kept 
in prison, in spite of his very bad physical condition, 
upon the- orders of the government of the United 
States, for we cannot think that the "governor" is 
a man who has inhuman feelings or enjoys vengeance.'" 
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VI. VISIT OF LAURA ALBIZU MENESES TO PUERTO RICO 


The records of the BIS, POPR, as reviewed by SA WILLIAM 
B. HOLLOMAN on January 29, 1957, reflect LAURA DE MENESES 
came to Puerto Rico from her home in Peru on October 29, 
1956, and departed on November 25, 1956. She again entered 
Puerto Rico on December 8, 1956, and departed on December

[T-l advise.d)l& HOLLOMAN on November 1,/L956, that LAURA 
recently stated she came to Puerto Riio for the sole purpose 
of visiting her father, PEDRO ALBIZlVCAMPOS, and was not 
interested in politics or the NPPR./ Informant stated LAURA 
was residing in the home of JUANIT^CJEDA, whom he described 
as the most active leader of the WPPR in Puerto Rico at the 
present time. / 


T-l advised SA HOLLOMAN on December 27, 1956, LAURA DE MENESES 
departed Puerto Rico enroute to Peru on December 24, 1956. 

He stated MENESES advised the purpose of her return to Puerto 
Rico for the second time was to make certain everything 
possible was being done to obtain the freedom of her father. 

In this regard, the informant advised LAURA was In frequent 
contact with Attorney JORGE LUIS LANDING and other persons 
who are admirers of ALBIZU CAMPOS or are sympathizers with 
the NPPR during her visit. According to the informant, LAURA 
stated she was sent back to Puerto Rico by her mother, LAURA 
MENESES DE ALBIZU, with instructions to do everything possible 
to obtain the freedom of ALBIZU CAMPOS and to accept the aid 
of anyone who might volunteer his services in his behalf. 

T-l advised LAURA DE MENESES visited her father daily during 
the trips to Puerto Rico and consulted a number of persons 
concerning possible means of obtaining the release of ALBIZU 
and of placing propaganda favorable to ALBIZU in the local 
press 
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PARTI DO INDEPENDENTISTA PUERTORRIQUENO 
(Independence Party of Puerto Rico) (PIP) 

A legally constituted political party which, according to 
its published platform and the public statements of its 
officers, advocates independence for Puerto Rico, through 
legal and peaceful means. 
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The subject is included on the Security Index of the San 
Juan Office. His Security Index card has been reviewed and 
found to be current and correct. 


In view of the subject's position as leader of the NPPR, 
he is carried as a top functionary in the San Juan Office. 

This case has been re-evaluated in the light of Security 
Index criteria and continues to conform to those criteria. 


The files of the San Juan Office contain a suitable current 
photograph of the subject. 

Careful consideration has been given to each source concealed 
and T-symbols were utilized in this report only in those, 
instances where the identities of the sources must be con- 
cealed.

DETAILS: 

The Nationalist Party of Puerto 
referred to as the NPPR, has been designated 
by the Attorney General of the United States 
pursuant to Executive Order 10450 ^ 

I. STATUS OF INCARCERATION 

Captain JUAN GONZALEZ DELGADO, Bureau of 
Internal Security, Police of Puerto Rico, San Juan, 

Puerto Rico, advised SA WILLIAM B. HOLLOMAN on 
April 22, 1957 j ALBIZU has been confined in the 
Presbyterian Hospital, Santurce, Puerto Rico, 
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November 9, 1956 > when he was transferred from the 
Commonwealth of Puerto Rico State Penitentiary due 
to his physical condition resulting from his refusal 
to eat. 


Captain GONZALEZ stated ALBIZU is confined 
in a private room at the hospital and is under twenty- 
four hour guard by agents of the Bureau of Internal 
Security. He stated ALBIEJ’ s sister, ANA MARIA-^AMPOS, ~ 
is the only person authorized to visit ALBIZU. 

Captain GONZALEZ advised he has received no 
indication as to whether ALBIZU will remain in the Presbyterian 
Hospital indefinately, or will be returned to the Common- 
wealth of Puerto Rico State Penitentiary. 

II, HEALTH STATUS 


The March 21, 1957* issue of 'El Imparcial," 

San Juan Spanish-language daily newspaper, on page three, 
column 1,2 and 3, under the caption "Albizu to be Trans- 
ferred Soon to the Penitentiary," states: 

"Although the Department of Justice has not 
decided officially the action it will take in connection 
with the President of the Nationalist Party, PEDRO ALBIZU 
CAMPOS, it is believed that he will be returned to the 
Penitentiary soon, inasmuch as the information furnished 
by his physician. Dr. EDUARDO MONTILLA, indicated that 
his condition is ’completely satisfactory,’ and that 
’he will not improve more than he has already improved*' 

"According to information offered by PORFIRIO DIAZ 
SANTANA, Director of the Probation Office of the 
Department of Justice, at the request of El Imparcial, 

Dr* MONTILLA, in rendering an account of the state of 
the health of ALBIZU CAMPOS, who is still confined in 
the Presbyterian Hospital, states that ’the paralysis 
of the left arm persists; he can move his leg, but 
refuges to talk.* Dr* MONTILLA adds that the patient 
'has accepted the hot immersion baths, but has refused 
physiotherapy* He is given a sun bath eve^y day in 
a wheel chair. Physically he is very well* He eats 
well* He sleeps well, and his body functions normally* 
His mental condition continues as before* He Is able 
to say only a few words* He has been provided with 
a blackboard to encourage him to write with his left 
hand, but he does not use it*' 
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"Dr* MONTILLA went on to say that ’since 
January, ALBIZU CAMPOS has had two "convulsive 
episodes," of short duration, from which he has 
recovered spontaneously > and with no ill effects • 

He is in a very good humor, and has responded well to 
treatment 

"Replying to questions propounded by El Imparcial 
relative to the amount the Government has paid to 
date for special a '/-.out ions rendered to PEDRO 
ALBIZU CAMPOS at the Presbyterian Hospital, DIAZ SANTANA 
stated that the first period of his hospitalization at 
the Presbyterian Hospital from March to June, 1956, cost 
the Department of Justice $5,171*45, and that his 
present stay at toe hospital has cost $7,287^00 to the 
present time, nurse:? fees having been paid to March, 
medical expenses to February 21st, and hospitalization 
expenses through December 31st I" 

Captain JUAN GONZALEZ DELGADO advised SA HOLLOMAN 
on April 22, 1957* he receives daily reports on the health 
status of ALBIZU. He stated these reports indicate ALBIZU 1 s 
health to be satisfactory for a man of his age and medical 
history. Captain GONZALEZ stated ALBIZU is receiving the 
best medical care available, is given physiotherapy treat- 
ments, a special diet, sun baths and every special attention 
to make his life comfortable and to improve his physical 
condition. Captain GONZALEZ added that ALBIZU still has 
only limited speech ability and talks in monosyllables^ Also, 
ALBIZU has but limited use of his arm and leg* 

Captain GONZALEZ said ALBIZU’ s mental condition 
has been reported as unchanged^ ALBIZU continues his allega- 
tions he is being attacked by electronic rays directed 
against him by the United States Government. 

III.' LEGAL ACTION ON BEHALF OP ALBIZU 

The February 2, 1957, issue of "El Imparcial," San 
Juan Spanish- language daily newspaper, carried an article / 
reflecting a writ of habeas corpus was filed in the Common- 
wealth Superior Court on behalf of ALBIZU CAMPOS by Attorney 
JORGE LUIS LANDING • The writ, signed by ROSA ALBIZU DB-%*NEILL,

daughter of ALBIZU CAMPOS, states the imprisonment of "a 
political leader, no matter what his ideologies, for opposing 
the government,” is a violation of his constitutional rights. 
The writ asks that Commonwealth of Puerto Rico State

ALBIZU before the Superior Court at a time the court deems 
convenient# 


The February 3, 1957# issue of "El Imparcial" 
carried an article reflecting that the writ of habeas 
corpus filed in Commonwealth Superior Court by Attorney 
JORGE LUIS LANDING on behalf of ALBIZU CAMPOS was denied 
by Superior Court Judge JULIO SUAREZ GARRIGA. 

According to Police, of Puerto Rico reports, JORGE LUIS 
LANDING was the .Iteaer of a group of students who 
lowered the United States flag and raised the Nationalist 
flag at the University of Puerto Rico on December 15# 
19^7. Police of Puerto Rico reports also reflect. 

LANDING visited PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS in 1950# 

LANDING advised SAs WIRT R* JONES and JOHN E. BYRNES 
on August 23, 195^# he was not a member of the NPPR 
and had never been a member of that party# He stated, 
however, it was not bad to have an isolated bit of 
violence now and then to focus international interest 
on Puerto Rico#

On July 16, 1957* I conferred with LUIS MUNOZ MARIN, Governor 
of Puerto Rico. At that time Governor MUNOZ advised that he 
has no intention of granting a pardon or parole to PEDRO 
ALBIZU CAMPOS. Governor MUNOZ stated that he is reconciled 
to the fact that the Government of Puerto Rico will have to 
keep ALBIZU in a hospital for the remainder of his life. 

The Governor advised that he has come to this conclusion 
since he feels that by keeping ALBIZU in the hospital rather 
than the penitentiary, less activity will be generated by 
members of the NPPR in Puerto Rico and elsewhere. He also 
pointed out that he feels the reaction in Latin America will 
be much more favorable if ALBIZU is afforded the best medical 
attention available even though he is in incarceration status. 


The Governor stated that even though he is prepared to 
recommend the release of approximately ten individuals 
convicted under Commonwealth Public Law 53 (seditious 
conspiracy patterned after the Smith Act), he does not feel 
that ALBIZU should be released for security reasons . Governor 
MUNOZ stated that he feels as long as NPPR members cannot see 
and converse with ALBIZU, there is less chance for sporadic 
r/ violence. He also pointed out that even though ALBIZU cannot 
* talk at the present time, he feels that instructions might 
not be necessary in order for some NPPR members to resort to 
violence. 


The Governor's current decision regarding ALBIZU CAMPOS is 
being brought to the attention of the Bureau, New York and 
Chicago as a matter of information.
